at Waukegan. Itwill also connect with 
the Chicago & Milwaukee Electric' which 
now connects Chicago and Milwaukee. 

They will also build a line from n con- 
venient point from main line to Fox Lake 
and Antioch, this will form a direct line 
from Aurora and Elgin to Fox Lake and 
the line from Waukegan to Rockford will 
g^e direct east and west connections. 

A car OfrtTie'even hour will leave Wau- 
kegan ; for Rockford and n car on the half 
hour will leavo Waukegan for Elgin, this 
will give half hour service to all points be- 
tween Waukegan and junction at Fox Lake. 

In summer two trains will leave every 
half hour for Fox Lake, at Fox Lake junc- 
tion train will divide, one car going to 
Rockford and the other going to Elgin, the 
line from Fox Lake junction to Fox Lake, 
Lake Marie, Channel Lake and Antioch 
will meet all cars on. the line from Wauke- 
gan to Rockford and Elgin. 

It Is conceeded that it will bring as many 
people to the lakes from Eltrin and Rock- 
ford connections as it will from Waukegan 
connections, and as any one can readily fee 
the poflsubi'ity of the large earnings from n 
line such as is proposed. 

From Waukegan to Elgin it will pass 
through Gurnee, Drace Lnke, Grayslake, 
Hound Lake, Fox Lako Junction, Wuu- 
conda, Barrington, Dundee to Elgin. 

From. Waukegan to Rockford will be the 
same toFox Lake Junction then to Yolo, 
McIIenry, Woodstock, Magingo, Belvi- 
dero and Rockford.

Tuesday morning Judge Frost gave per- 
mission to promoters of the village of 
Round Lake to hold a special election on 
December 8 to decide whether the |eople 
want to incorporate or not. 

Attornoy Clairo Edwards appeared for 
the promoters nnd the petition was signed 
by A. M. White, William Rosing, Waller 
Wright and thirty others. They proved 
i i court that there are 325 residents in tho 
limits which are included in the proposed 
village. 

The limits ot the proposed village are 
bounded us follows: On the north, by the 
John Hnrt and Waller White-farms; south 
by line about one-fourth milo from the 
town line; west practically by town line; 
east by Hainesville corporation and the E. 
F. Shank lund. 

The limits include tho huge Armour ice 
house whore about 35 men are employed 
summers and about 500 in tho winter. 
This is n most important feature as the ice 
company comes in as a part of ihe incor- 
poration, subject to taxes and police laws. 

The reason for incorporating the village 
is given by Mr. Edwards as follows: "It 
is a move of the belter element of the dis- 
trict' to get the place under police protec- 
tion. As it is now, there is no policing of 
the district and there are many blind pigs. 
Under the incorporation, there will be po- 
lice and those who sell liquor will have to 
pay the village for the privilege. Tho bet- 
ter elemont has favored the plan and no- 
body seems to question the outcome .of tbo 
election." ,

While picking up coal in tho yards of

He 
was about 55 years of age and has relatives 
living here. He bus lived here for 25 
years and is known to his friends ns 
"Henry."

John Bedford of Marengo Confesses to 
Murder in Self Defense. 

John Bedford of Marengo, suspected of 
the murder of Oscar Hogunson near that 
city two weeks ago has been arrested at 
Beatrice, Neb. 

His arrest is Ihe climax of some clever 
detective work that has been in progress 
since the fuct of the crime was brought 
to light. State '6 attorney Lowell obtained 
a clew last Friday and at once telegraphed 
to the authorities at Beatrice, with the re- 
sult that Bedford was captured. . 

City Marshal Burke of Harvard, who 
Iiub been working on the case left the first 
of the week for Beatrice, Neb., and as 
soon as requisition papers could be secur- 
ed he returned with bis prisoner. 

Bedford must answer to the charge of 
murder, sworn out by James Hognnson, a 
brother of the murdered man. Two weeks 
ugo last Saturday the body of Oscar 
Hoganson, a young swede, was found bur- 
ied in the hen house on the farm of 
John Bedford, four miles north of Maren- 
go. Hoganeon had been missing for sev- 
eral days having been seen last on Satur- 
day October 24. He and Bedford were 
together on that day, and he is reported 
to have been at Bedford's that night. 

A few days later friends became alarmed 
at his absence and telephoned hia sister in 
Chicago. She went at onco to Marengo, 
The sheriff was notified and a search be- 
gun, which ended in the finding of the 
proof of the horrible crime. 

Hogunson lived alone four miles north 
of Marengo, a quiet, respected young man 
about 28 years of age. He had no trouble 
with anyone as far aB is known, Bedford 
also lived alone in the neighborhood. 

The disappearance of Bedford at once 
led to the suspicion that he was the per- 
petrator of the crime. A bullet hole uuder 
Hoganson's right ear plainly told the 
manner of his death. 

According to neighbors Hoganson and 
Bedford had apparently been the best of 
friends and nothing in their dealings of 
recent days tended to Bhow that there was 
any enmitg between them. 

This murder nrroused the community to 
a high pitch of exciitnent and the myeterv 
wns not cleared up until John Bedford 
ufter being arrested at Beatrice, "made a 
confession of his guilt, claiming that he 
shot in self defense, while on the home- 
ward journey between Crystal Lake and 
Woodstock.

Patrick Foley of Chicago Secures Judg- 
ment for $12,500 for Personal In- 
juries He Received 



SAME SORT 

OF ROBBERY 

COMMITTED 

Because of the similiarty in several re- 
spects of the mode of operation in the rob- 
bery of the South Bend. Ind , postoirice 
Sunday morning, of $18,653, it is felt that 
possibly the same men robbed that office 
that robbed the Waukegan postoffice some 
weeks ago. 

It is believed by the Chicago police the 
crime was committed by members of the 
notorious Eddie Fay gang of postoffice rob- 
bers. 

This same nggregniion, said to have held 
up postollices all over the country, is sup- 
posed to have secured $80,000 from the 
Chicago postoffice in 1901. 

Tbo robbery was "disdoyered by a clerk ; 
who worked one door north of the room 
temporarily occupied by the postoffice. 

The clerk had occasion to enter the store 
and found both entrances securely bolted 
from the inside. He called an officer and 
they broke it open. 

An examination showed a hole, 14x14 
inches bad been bored through a two foot 
fire proof wall into the postoffice vault, 
sufficient in size to admit a man. Through 
it the loot was handed to others on the 
out side. 

The drilling was done by an electric 
machine and thu noise was so carefully 
mu filed thut a night force of clerks within 
100 feet of the vault hud no knowledge of I 
what was taking place. 

The robbers probably escapee) through a [ 
window of the adjoining store after being 
careful to bolt the ontrunce. 

The loot consisted of 550,000 one cent 
stamps, 600,000 two cont stamps, 5C0 
25-cent books of one cent stamps, 1000 25- 
cent books of two-co nt stnmps, 500 59 cent 
books of 2-cent stamps and 500 97-cent 
books of 2-cent stamps. 



The largest pergonal judgment every 
paid in Lake county was satisfied Wednes- 
day when attorneys representing Patrick 
H. Foley of Chicago and Francis D. Ever- 
ett of Highland Park, representing Everett 
& Corapbell, appeared in Circuit Clerk 
Brockway's office and filed papers showing 
that they had paid over to Patrick Foley 
$12,500 in satisfaction of the judgment en- 
tered in the local court. 

And thus is dropped one of the most in- 
teresting and hard faught personal injury 
cases the county has eyer seep. But, the 
strange part of it all is that appearances 
are that the attorneys in the case got all 
the money. 

According to the records, Foley some 
time ngo assigned one half of the prospec- 
tive judgment to his attorney, B.J. Well- 
man, of Chicago, and later the other half 
to Wellman'8 wife. 

The case started as the result of Foley 
meeting injuries while eating his lunch 
under the Bhade of the Kohl-Middleton 
dime museum, Chicago, when nn iron 
cover of a window dropped and struck him 
on the head. He was laid up long and 
sustained permanent injuries. 

As Everett lives in Lake county, High- 
land Park, Folev, through Attorney Well- 
man, started action nnd the case was .hard 
fought. - • •• - 

In 1904 Foley was injured. In 1905 he 
started suit and secured a 810,000 verdict 
by Lnke county jury; defendant appealed 
to Appellate court, which remanded it for 
new trial. 

In 1907 new trial in Lake county gave 
Foley verdict for $25,000 and defendants 
appeal to Appellate court after Judge Don- 
nelly had reduced .judgment to 812,500. 
The Appellate court sustained judgment 
and defendants appealed to the supreme 
court. 

In 1908 the supreme court sustained the 
judgment and steps were taken to settle 
matters. 

The general belief about tho court house 
is that Foley and his attorney made a com- 
promise with the defendants whereby they 
accepted an amount smaller than $12,500, 
but it is felt that it is not much less be- 
cause of the apparent certainty of winning 
in the end. 

The fact that the two judgments show 
that Wellman got all the judgments causes 
attorneys to wonder if Foley makes any- 
thing out of the suit or if htfhuR to pay it 
all over for legal services.

"I may have mado $1,000,000 by 
forgery, said Van Vllssingen, "but 
most of that was spent in trying to 
cover up the forgeries already com- 
mitted. Tho forgeries covered a 
period of 18 years. 1 was kept In 
trouble all the time committing new 
forgeries to cover up the old ones. 
There is nothing left."
